A fellow-passenger, discovering that we 


were waiting for the excursionists, remarked 
that the day was warmer than he thought, 
and he guessed he would go back home and 
change his clothes. I asked him if he knew 
when the train would start, thinking that 
we might go back and get breakfast in com- 
fort.

and he did. He coolly got in his buggy and 
drove up town and in a little while appear- 
ed again in another suit of clothes. 


We finally readied Carrabelle, expecting 


to return the next day, but we tarried four 
days, only leaving when our limited supply 
of clothing drove us back to our truuks. 
Any one who likes nature in the rough and 
owns a good sea stomach and a don't-care- 
for-your-clothes disposition, can have a royal 
good time at Carrabelle sailing all day and 
feasting on pompano, sea turtle and 'coon 
oysters. Those not built this way will do 
well to avoid the place. All the boats in the 
place are engaged in fishing, but we were 
fortunate enough to fall in with Captain 
John Blocker, the custom house inspector, 
who generoasly put his own boat at our dis- 
posal, going along himself when his duties 
allowed. This good luck was due to the be- 
nevolent offices of our good boarding mis- 
tress. Was there ever a boarding mistress 
who wasn't benevolent, or a shoemaker who 
wasn't philosophical ? 


We landed on Dog Island, five miles off 


shore, to gatlier shells. Dog Island is a 
sand spit seven miles long and.from a mile 
to a hundred feet wide.

PRIVATIONS OF MEN WHO BLAZED 


THE AMERICAN WILDERNESS. 


Hardships of a Typical family—How the 


Loc Bouse Wai Bnllt—Game Wai Almn- 
dant—Sacrificing Good Timber luMaking 
Cleaving*—Perilous Journeys. 


Tho hardships, privations and denials 


1)orno by tho onrly settlors wore such that 
tho "hard times" in the modern souse 
hardly afford a comparison. It required 
a most horolc courage and fortltudu in 
the "oarly days" to locate In tho unbroken 
•wilderness, erect a rude cabin and then 
commence tho removal of tho heavy for- 
ests with ox and flro, thus slowly to boor 
back the dense woodland that In time to 
como there might bo fields of waving grain 
«nd happy smiling homes. 


It was in tho year 1808 that John Nol- 


fllg and John Harmon, grent-grtuulgireB ot 
the writer, loaded their wagons with thoir 
famllloe and household oTocts, and start- 
ing from Adams and Franklin counties 
In Pennsylvania drove "over tho moun- 
tains" Into what Is now Beaver township, 
Mnhonlng county, O. As n state Ohio hod 
then no orgnnlo existence, being simply a 
part of tho great Northwest Tor.'ltory. The 
federal union then consisted of 10 states, 
and tho year following Ohio camo in as 
the seventeenth. 


Tho first mentioned of these pioneers 


reached hla destination In the month of 
May of tho yu.ir mentioned, and having a 
family of six sons, some prawn to young 
manhood, of herculean build and giants 
lu strength,tho customary round log cabin 
was soon oructod, anil some acres were in 
readiness by fall, to bo sown to wheat. In 
October of that year Harmon arrived nod 
located on his section (a tract of land one 
mile square and containing 040 acres) and 
•which hod also been "untorod" soino timo 
previously under tho then existing land 
laws. 


This gentleman wai In somewhat bettor 


condition than his neighbor ai to means, 
I)lit had not such exceptional family help, 
and as the former was already In shape 
for cold weather tho two men and their 
help began vigorously to gob Harmon's 
cabin into condition for the near by win- 
tor. 
Ho had como with two teams, and 


the covered wagons wore driven under 
two large oak trees that stood near a spring 
close to tho present pleasant country res- 
idence now owned by ono Daniel Golgor. 
In and under those wagons the family 
camped until at tho end of eight days the 
cabin was in readiness for occupation. 


In this time every stick had boon taken 


from tho stump, puncheon floor and door, 
iv clapboard roof, hold in position by 
heavy polos laid crosswise over tho split 
boards, tho building "chinked" in tho 
space* between tho logs and well daubed 
Inside and out with common yellow olay 
mortar. This was done so soon as the 
roof wns on, and while the puncheons 
wore being split and hewed a rousing flre 
•wai kept burning in the center of the still 
bare ground to dry tho mortar and make 
tho structure habitable. So vigorously 
did the women and children replenish the 
fire that the bark on tho logs was parched, 
and as the clay mortar cracked it was 
pressed and tho crooks closed until finally- 
dry and hard.

Block wal- 
nut trees and maple and poplars, although 
they stood straight and trim aa masts, 
wore only on ineumbranoe and had to be 
felled, cut or fired through Into suitable 
lengths, then laboriously logged into huge 
piles and slowly burned. 


Between tunes and as a matter of neces- 


sity was tho chase. Of bear, doer, squir- 
rels and turkeys there was a-plenty, but 
there wore no cartridges, no brcechload- 
Ing arms in those days, not even the ham- 
mer and cap, only tho old time "flintlock." 


What counted at that time were skill 


with tho rifle and physical strength. Tho 
settlement of these pioneers was about five 
«illtra jaurtriuasu ol xjio ulrt~tuwu ot Gulum- 
biana, which was, as far back as 1802, a 
small hamlot, and It was still 40 years 
later, in 1851, when tho Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania, now known as the Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayno and Chicago railroad, was 
built. 


In this vicinity, and included In Har- 


mon's section, was what Is still called the 
"pine swamp," which is not pine, but 
tamarack. Drainage has reduced its area, 
but in early times it covered 150 acres and 
was a famous pigeon roost. 


In those early days the swamp had a 


depth of fmano in many places ot eight 
inches, and the arrival of the birds In the 
evening and departure In the morning 
was like that of long continued rolling 
thunder. From grandsire and grandome 
tho writer has listened to tales of pigeon 
hunting with torches at night, the pro- 
ceeds being n, considerable Item in the sub- 
sistence account 


The tamaracks and alders would liter- 


ally be loaded down with myriads of wild 
pigeons, which, blinded and confused by 
tho glare of the torches made of hickory 
bark, could be clubbed down with light 
poles and by bagfuls carried out.

The Italian CainiuUgn Showed Iliti Great- 


est Military Gen ion. 


In later years Napoleon himself believed, 


and subsequent criticism has confirmed his 
opinion, that tho Italian campaign, token 
as a whole, was his greatest. The revolu- 
tion of a system, social, political or mili- 
tary, is always a gigantic task. It was 
nothing less than this which Bonaparte 
had wrought, not in one, but in all three 
spheres, during the summer and autumn 
of 1796. Tho changes, like those of most 
revolutions, were changes of emphasis and 
degree In the application of principles al- 
ready divlnud "Divide and conquer" was 
an old maxim. It was a novelty to see it 
applied in warfare and politics as Bona- 
parte applied it in Italy. 


It has been remarked that the essential 


difference between Napoleon and Frederick 
the Great was that the latter had not 10,- 
000 men a month to kill. Tho notion that 
war should bo short and terrible had In- 
deed been clear to tho great Prussian; Car- 
notand the times afforded the opportunity 
for its conclusive demonstration by the 
genius of tho greater Corsicau. Concen- 
tration of besiegers to breach the walls of 
a town wai> nothing now, but the trium 
pliant application of the same principle to 
an opposing line of troops, though well 
known to Julius Ctesar, had been forgot- 
ten, and its revival was Napoleon's mas- 
terpiece 


The martinets of the seventeenth and 


eighteenth centuries had so exaggerated 
the formalities of war that the relation of 
armies to the fighting ground had been 
little studied and well nigh forgotten; the 
use of tho map and the compass, the study 
of reliefs and profiles in topography, pro- 
duced in Bonaparte's hands results that 
seemed to duller minds nothing short of 
miraculous. One of-these was to oppose 
the old bohool rigid formation of troops by 
any formation more or loss open and Ir- 
regular according to circumstances, but al- 
ways the kind best suited to the character 
of the region chosen for conflict. 


Tho first two days at Arcole were the 


triumphant vindication of this concept, 


Finally thoro was, a fascination for thg 


French soldiers In the primitive savagery 
of their general, which, though partly con- 
cealed, and somewhat hold in by training, 
nevertheless was willing to devote the 
spoils of their conquests to making the 
men themselves opulent; which doomed 
the limitations of human powers in him- 
self and them, and thus accomplished feats 
of strength and stratagem which gratified 
to satiety that lo\e for the uncommon, the 
ideal, and the great, which is inherent in 
the spirit of their nation. In the success- 
ful combination and evolution of all these 
pjempnts (hero was a grandeur which 
Bonaparte anj every soldier of his army 
appreciated at its full value.—Professor 
Sloane in Century. 


Italian Marionettes. 


Thp first modern Italian writer who al- 


ludoa to the public performances of mar- 
ionettes is the learned Dr, Jerome Cardan, 
who was born at Pava in 1801. He speaks 
with positive enthusiasm of the perfection 
to which the art of working the little fig- 
ures had then been brought, how by the 
pulling of a single string they could be 
made to play, fight, hunt, dance, blow 
trumpets and cook "very artistically." 
Judging from sixteenth century pictures 
and descriptions, the popular puppet shows 
of those days differed but little from the 
performances that may be witnessed on 
the piazza of any Italian city in our own 
time 


There was the little portable stage, or 


pastelletto, on which the burattini of Flor- 
ence and Borne and the fantoccini of Na- 
ples played their mimic parts. The latter 
city was the birthplace of the hero of the 
modern street drama, "Pulcinella," so 
pained, It is. said, from the hen chicken, 
whose cry his voice is supposed to resem- 
ble. 
The Neapolitan Pulomella was by no 


means such a monster of Iniquity as our 
English Punch. He sooms to have been 
nothing worse than a pleasure loving, 
quick witted, irresponsible scamp of the 
''nobody's enemy but his own" type.— 
Cornhill Magazine.,

MAN'S NERVE. 


Many Not Trained For War Have Late of 


Cool Courage* 


Miss Clara Barton, the famous army 


nurse and director of the Bed Cross socie- 
ty, said the other day: "I have often won- 
dered where the cool courage of men comes 
from; where common ordinary men, train- 
ed to nothing like war, get their nerve; 
where strangers to firearms, strangers to 
foes, strangers to everything warlike find 
tin courage to face death as bravely a* sol- 
diers did during the war. There were men, 
perhaps no more cowardly than others, 
who from sensitiveness of temperament, 
suffered more. I do not think mere brute 
daring Is the highest sort of courage, but 
one who had the experience that I did 
among soldiers would readily recognize 
that there is a great deal more moral force 
In courage than physical." 


I asked Miss Barton if she ever knew a 


soldier during the war to die of homesick- 
ness. 


"That Is a question by itself," she re- 


plied. "Homesickness, or nostalgia, is a 
most Important factor in the treatment of 
the sick in hospitals. While of itself it 
may not be quite sufficient to kill, it no 
doubt complicates other conditions. When 
a soldier, or any person, gets homesick, it 
destroys the natural inclinations and func- 
tions, and it may destroy the appetite. 
Even an animal may be so homesick that 
it will not and cannot eat. Thus the foun- 
dation Is laid for other diseases. Some- 
thing else sets in and produces a perma- 
nent or fatal illness. Now, homesickness 
is tho cause of that 
A soldier may be at- 


tacked with something else without realiz- 
ing that he is homesick at all. He is all 
right when he is running around with the 
boys, but if he takes cold and gets sick or 
some disease attacks him and he finds him- 
self down he begins to think of home, and 
then nostalgia follows. It either produces 
Illness or aggravates it Now, the one im- 
portant remedy for such an illness Is to 
lend that soldier home I cannot say that 
t ever saw a soldier die of nostalgia, but 
ihe reason that I didn't was that wherever 
I discovered that disease was likely to 
work mischief I urged all the power I had 
ipon every authority I oould roach to f ur- 
ough the patient. When a man is ex 
iremely homesick, ho has no desire to live, 
and then no matter how skilled the sur- 
foon he cannot save him. It Is impossi- 
>le.—Chicago Becord.
